ACID. FRUITS AND ACIDOSIS ° 


“I have been told that 1 have too much acid in ‘hy system. 
Should I use acid frait juices, such as orange juice and tomato juice; 
or are they bad for mé?” This is a question taken from a letter’ on 
my desk and is a very common one. When the patient has that 
type of acidosis caused by eating too many of the acid forming 
foods, the best possible thing to do is to eat more of the alkaline 
forming foods, including fruit juices. , 

I find that in the minds of many people there exists a great, : 
deal of confusion over this acid fruit question. A long time ago, 
when foods were first classified, certain fruits were called acid fruits 
on account of the fruit acids which they contain. However, after 
these fruits have been burned in the body they produce an alkaline , 
ash and are, therefore, alkaline forming foods. -As such, they have 
the highest value in balancing the acids which ‘ate present when: 
the patient has been using-too large a quantity of the acid forming 
foods. aN: : ° 

When the patient consumes too many of the foods which leave 
an acid ash in the body, he is’ likely to suffer from the most' common. 
form of acidosis, which is caused by wrong diet and is easily corrected 
by using more of the alkaline forming foods.. This type of acidosis 
is quite prevalent and is*best overcome by using an abundance of
